SUPERMARKET 

Aldi create 80 jobs 
with new Lye store 

SUPERMARKET chain Aldi have been 
given permission by Dudley Council to 
build a store on a derelict site in Stour¬ 
bridge. The scheme on the site of the 
Bronx works, off the Dudley Road in Lye, 
will create 80 jobs. 

The development will see 120 car park¬ 
ing spaces provided after council planners 
received over more than 100 letters of sup¬ 
port for the store from residents. At a meet¬ 
ing on Monday, Councillor David Vickers 
described the store as a ‘great facility for 
Lye’ and Councillor Keiran Casey said the 
site needed to be refurbished.

COLLEGE BOSS OFFERS TO MEET PROTESTERS 


WEALTHY southern areas of 
the country should take their 
fair share of Syrian refugees, 
says Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin. 

The Labour MP said that asylum 
seekers were overwhelmingly concen¬ 
trated in poorer communities in the 
North and the Midlands, while many 
richer areas in the South had taken 
Virtually none’. 

He said this was putting a strain on public 
services including schools and hospitals, and 
called for a fairer distribution of asylum seek¬ 
ers across the UK. 

Mr Austin was speaking in a Parliamentary 
debate on the resettlement of refugees follow¬ 
ing the Government’s commitment to house 

■ another 20,000 from 
Syria. 

Dudley supports 
nearly half as many 
asylum seekers as the 
entire South East, he 
said, while wealthy 
communities repre¬ 
sented by the Prime 
Minister and nine 
other cabinet minis- 
lan Austin MP ters had not taken in 
a single asylum seeker. 
Mr Austin also said there were 380 asylum 
seekers in all of the areas represented by the 
cabinet - fewer than in either Wolverhampton 
or Sandwell. He highlighted official figures 
showing that the Black Country councils had 
taken in almost as many asylum seekers as the 
South West, South East and East put together. 

Support 

He said: “People in Dudley have always 
played their part in welcoming people fleeing 
persecution abroad, but it’s about time people 
elsewhere did the same. 

“The Government must find a fairer way of 
dispersing people around the country to ease 
pressure on public services like housing, schools 
and the NHS in communities like ours.” 

Last year an investigation by The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star revealed 
that one-in-three asylum seekers were sent 
to the West Midlands. Asylum seekers receive 
£36 a week, known as Section 95 support, while 
their application for refugee status is assessed. 

Dudley had 226 asylum seekers supported 
under Section 95, while Sandwell had 695, 
Wolverhampton 645 and Walsall 234. A total of 
1,800 were housed in the Black Country. In the 
South and East there were 1,843. 

Mr Austin wants to see EU structural funds 
used in areas such as the Black Country that 
face the biggest pressures on public services.

A COLLEGE principal says she is willing to 
hold talks with campaigners protesting over 
plans to build a new access road through 
playing fields. 

Dozens of objections have been lodged 
against plans by King Edward VI College, 
Stourbridge, to alter access to The Green 
Fields, off Love Lane, Oldswinford. 

People living near the fields, which are used 
by sports clubs, fear the new road could cause 
congestion and parking problems if given the 
green light. 

Campaigners have formed an action group 


and held a protest over the proposal. Action 
group member Richard Deakin, aged 72, said 
he had delivered letters to the college in a bid 
to highlight concern. He said: “We want the 
college to sit down and have a meeting with 
us.” 

College principal Remley Mann said offi¬ 
cials had made efforts to reach campaigners 
and were happy to hold a round of talks with 
residents. 

Miss Mann said: “Whilst we have received 
messages of support for these proposals from 
many of our neighbours, we are also aware 


of the concerns raised by other residents. We 
continue to meet with the representatives of 
this group with a view to addressing these 
concerns. 

“The Foundation Trustees of King Edward 
VI College, who are the freeholders of The 
Green Fields, extended an invitation to resi¬ 
dents in their letter dated January 11 to meet 
with Jeff Caseley, college site manager, to 
listen to their concerns and to keep them in¬ 
formed of the progress of the planning appli¬ 
cation. To date neither Mr Caseley nor I have 
received a request to meet with residents.” 


FIRE 

Suspected arson as 
blaze damages flat 

A FLAT in Stourbridge was damaged 
by fire in a suspected arson attack. 

Fire crews were called to the blaze 
at Stepping Stones on Monday night. 

No-one was injured but the fire 
caused damage at the unoccupied flat 
West Midlands Fire Service believe 
the blaze was started deliberately and 
West Midlands Police are treating the 
fire as suspicious. 

Spokesman Matthew Smith said: 
“One fire engine from Brierley Hill and 
one from Stourbridge attended.” 


THREATS 

Hoax callers strike 
again at six schools 

SIX schools in the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham have received more hoax bomb 
threats - causing disruption for the third 
week in a row. 

Police said the ‘false and malicious’ calls 
were received on Monday after 8am. Les¬ 
sons were resumed by 10am. 

Oldbury and Bristnall Hall academies 
were threatened for the fourth time, and 
Shireland Collegiate Academy and Perry- 
fields High for the second time. Hall Green 
Secondary School and Edgbaston Girls 
High School faced threats for the first time. 

Last week two 14-year-olds were ar¬ 
rested regarding earlier hoax calls.

Driving instructor is 
guilty of sex attacks 

A DRIVING instructor was is 
facing a substantial prison sen¬ 
tence after being found guilty of 
sexually assaulting his pupils. 

Gary Rolinson, who ran the 500+ 

Driving School in Kingswinford, 
preyed on teenagers, interfering with 
them during driving lessons, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

A jury last week took seven hours and 
24 minutes to convict the 60-year-old of 13 
offences of sexual assault and one of caus¬ 
ing a person to engage in sexual activity, 
following a 14-day trial. The crimes, com¬ 
mitted between 2012 and 2014, involved six 
17-year-old and 18-year-olds. Rolinson was 
acquitted of a further alleged sexual assault 
on another 17-year-old. 

He was remanded on bail for reports to 
be prepared until a date to be fixed. 

Judge Andrew Lockhart QC said: “You 
have been convicted on overwhelming ev¬ 
idence of a campaign of assaults on young 
men. It is certain that you will be sent into 
custody.” 

After the verdict, the judge told the jury: 

“Don’t worry about your children going to 
a driving instructor. This kind of case is 
very rare.” 

Touched 

Rolinson inappropriately touched his 
victims after they made a mistake while 
driving, the court was told. He denied all 
the charges. 

Rolinson, of Andover Crescent, King¬ 
swinford, launched the 500+ Driving 
School in 2008 after being made redundant 
from Rover. He was arrested by Stafford¬ 
shire Police in 2012 after a teenager com¬ 
plained about Rolinson’s behaviour during 
a driving lesson but officers decided to take 
no further action after inquiries failed to 
find any corroborating evidence. 

Two years later West Midlands Police re¬ 
ceived a complaint from another youth and, 
after discovering it was the second of its 
kind, wrote to the 750 men and women of 
all ages that Rolinson had taught to drive 
over three years. As a result more youths 
came forward who were prepared to go in 
the witness box. 

Detective Constable Fiona Hatfield said: 

“I would like to commend all the young 
men on being so brave in coming forward 
and giving evidence.”

An ambitious 
expansion is 
proposed at 
Hindu temple 

A HINDU temple in the Black Country, 
that is already the largest in Europe, has 
revealed a major expansion plan. 

Ambitious proposals for the 21-acre 
Balaji Temple complex in Tividale have 
been submitted Sandwell Council to 
construct a new building for processions 
and festivals. 

These set out a scheme to construct 
a 15-metre-tall building, which would 
house a festival chariot, and to build a 
processional route around the site off 
Dudley Road East. 

Temple trustee Dr Venkataramana 
Rao said the scheme would ensure the 
temple was better equipped to host some 
of the key Hindu festivals. 

He said: “At the moment we can’t 
keep the chariot anywhere outside be¬ 
cause it’s made of wood - that’s why we 
need this new building. 

“All the temples in India and also 
those in London have chariots and 
places to keep them. It is an important 
part of the worship of Hindu gods, that’s 
why we have a chariot. 

“At the moment the route around 
the temple won’t hold the weight of 
the chariot. The chariots are normally 
pulled by 20 or 30 devotees.” 

The application states: “To accommo¬ 
date a large chariot, the internal floor 
area is 30 sq m and height of the build¬ 
ing reaches 14.9m. Eleven metre tall 
roller shutters have been incorporated 
into the design for easy movement of the 
chariot in and out of the building.” 

Council planners will rule on the ap¬ 
plication in due course.

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Zoo needs 
guides to 
talk about 
the Tectons 

GUIDES are being recruited to help 
give visitors an insight into the his¬ 
tory of Dudley Zoo’s famous Tecton 
buildings. 

The 12 concrete structures, which 
range from the iconic wave entrance 
to the historic bear ravine, date back 
to when the zoo first opened to the 
public in 1937. 

Some of the Tectons are enclosures 
for animals while others had a more 
practical purpose such as the kiosks 
used to sell ice creams and sweets in 
times gone by. 

The zoo is now appealing for people 
interested in becoming voluntary tour 
guides. 

Since completion of a major £1.15 
million project, which saw four of 
the Tectons restored to their former 
glory, the attraction says it has been 
inundated with requests for tours.

Construction supervisor Carlo 
Diponio said: “We’re looking for 20 
guides who can be called upon to 
provide interesting and informative 
presentations for visitors about our 
unique Modernist structures at occa¬ 
sional events throughout the year. 

“Following the recent Heritage 
Lottery funded restoration project on 
four Tecton buildings, there has been 
a rise in interest from groups want¬ 
ing to learn more about these iconic 
buildings. This is an exciting opportu¬ 
nity for anyone who has a passion for 
architecture.” 

The Tecton buildings also include 
the Queen Mary restaurant. 

£36k library wi-fi 
upgrade starts 

A £36,300 scheme is under way to 
upgrade free wi-fi services in Dudley 
libraries. 

The project has been paid for after 
Dudley Council made a successful bid 
to Arts Council England. 

Wi-fi in all Dudley libraries, library 
links, archives, Himley and Priory 
Halls will be upgraded to the coun¬ 
cil’s free DudleyConnect service on 
February 15. 

This will give the public easy ac¬ 
cess to the internet using their own 
devices. 

Councillor Rachel Harris said 
“We’ve been offering free wi-fi at li¬ 
braries since 2011, but this upgrade 
makes registering and using wi-fi sim¬ 
pler and allows users to access this fa¬ 
cility in a range of council buildings.” 

Repair centre is 
creating 12 jobs 

A DOZEN jobs are being created in 
Kingswinford at a new accident re¬ 
pair centre. The centre, at Second Av¬ 
enue on the Pensnett Trading Estate, 
represents a £250,000 investment by 
BodyKraft, based on the same estate. 


Weekly market proposed for town centre

STOURBRIDGE’S High Street could 
close to traffic on Thursdays under 
plans to create a weekly outdoor mar¬ 
ket day in the town centre. 

High Street and part of Market 
Street would shut every Thursday 
under the proposals by market oper¬ 
ator LSD Promotions. 

Traders have previously resisted 
plans to have a market close the High 
Street over fears it could affect busi¬ 
ness for shops. But LSD Promotions 
says it is aiming to transform the 
town centre and make it a bustling 
market place one day a week. 


Officials said road closures would 
be necessary to allow visitors to ex¬ 
plore the market. 

Businesses in the town centre will 
now be consulted to see if they are in 
favour of the plans. 

The first market could be held as 
soon as April, with LSD Promotions 
keen to run them until December and 
then, depending on their success, de¬ 
cide whether they should become a 
permanent fixture. 

Spokesman Dermot McGillcuddy 
said: “Using modern, high-class 
pop-up canopies and equipment, the 


stalls would be positioned in front of 
the Ryemarket shopping centre, by 
the fountain, in High Street and Mar¬ 
ket Street. This would require the 
street to be closed to traffic on market 
day creating an atmospheric shopping 
environment and space for shoppers 
to circulate safely. 

“Thursday was traditionally half¬ 
day closing in Stourbridge and con¬ 
sidered by many businesses to be the 
quietest trading day, but we believe, 
and are confident, that we can create 
a vibrant and highly successful mar¬ 
ket.” 


Euro NIP is taking pubs 
battle to Westminster 


WEST Midlands MEP Bill Etheridge 
will head to Westminster in his cam¬ 
paign to protect pubs. 

UKIP Euro MP and Dudley councillor 
Mr Etheridge has requested a meeting 
with the pubs minister, Marcus Jones MFJ 
to seek assurances from the Government 
that more will be done to protect profita¬ 
ble pubs from being taken over. 

Campaign for Real Ale member Mr 
Etheridge, who is also a Sedgley councillor, has 
supported community groups such as those 
who have managed to save the Seven Stars in 
Gospel End Road, Sedgley, and the Hare and 
Hounds in Wollaston. 

He said: “The West Midlands has been hit 
hard by recent deals which have thrown doubts 
over the future of 360 pubs. 

“Legislation to protect against this has 
proved woefully inadequate and I want to know 
what this Government plan to do about it. 

“Profitable pubs like the Hare and Hounds 
and the Seven Stars should not be in the posi¬ 
tion they are in now. 

“Once again, we have seen greedy corpora¬ 
tions steering Government policy and it has to 
stop before the whole industry is destroyed.” 

Joining him in his campaign will be Martin 
Day, UKIP’s regional ‘save the pub’ spokes¬ 
man. 

Licensee 

Former licensee Mr Day said: “Since 1989 
the UK licensed trade has been the victim of 
some shockingly bad legislation. 

“Our aim is to start reversing the damage 
and reaffirm the status of the pub at the heart 
of our communities.” 

In November Mr Etheridge held talks with 
bosses of Punch Taverns as part of his effort 
to protect profitable pubs from redevelopment. 
Mr Etheridge met chief executive Duncan Gar- 
rood and PR director Andy Slee. 

New River Retail has acquired 370 pubs from 
both Punch Taverns and Marstons, with many 
of those threatened with conversion, closure or 
the loss of car parking facilities. 

Pubs targeted for supermarkets in recent 
months have included The Maypole in Hale¬ 
sowen, the Haden Cross in Cradley Heath and 
the Seven Stars. 

Mr Etheridge has previously called the clo¬ 
sure of pubs ‘a depressing trend’.

AN independent assessor has been 
appointed to scrutinise plans submit¬ 
ted by a team trying to save Dudley 
Hippodrome from demolition. 

The package from a new steering 
group working with the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome is being scruti¬ 
nised with a final decision expected in 
the coming weeks. 

Dudley Council has already ap¬ 
proved controversial plans to demol¬ 
ish the Hippodrome to create an ‘open 
public space’ but officials allowed 
campaigners another attempt to pre¬ 
pare a realistic plan for taking it over. 

UKIP wants more

Disruption ahead for motorists 


MOTORISTS in Stourbridge face 
disruption after plans for two major 
roadworks schemes on busy routes 
around the town were announced. 

Drivers have been told to expect 
delays next month. 

Resurfacing work will start in Bir¬ 
mingham Street, near Stourbridge 
tip, from February Monday. Works 
will stretch from the ring road to 
Stamford Road and drivers are told 


to expect diversions, temporary lane 
closures and stop-and-go signs. 

Initial work will be carried out at 
night with a road closure in place 
until February 14 as officials try to 
minimise disruption. 

Diversion 

A signed diversion route via A491 
Hagley Road, B4186 Glasshouse Hill 
and Grange Road and A4036 Grange 


Lane and Pedmore Road will be in 
place. 

Work on the opposite side of the 
road, heading towards the ring road, 
will take place between 9.30am and 
3.30pm using stop-and-go signs or 
temporary lane closures. 

Meanwhile, a separate resurfacing 
project will be under way at the same 
time in Amblecote. Work on St Johns 
Road, between Amblecote High 


Street and Hagley Road, will be from 
7pm until 3am using lane closures. 

Councillor Hilary Bills said: “We 
always work hard to keep disruption 
to a minimum whenever undertaking 
highway improvements but on such 
a key route some disruption is unfor¬ 
tunately inevitable. Work has been 
scheduled to avoid peak traffic times 
and we hope to complete the project 
as soon as possible.” 


It's best for patients 
if clinic closes - CP

A GP from a surgery due to 
shut has backed the deci¬ 
sion of health chiefs, saying 
it will improve the service 
for patients. 

Wordsley Green Medical Prac¬ 
tice runs its main health centre 
in The Green, Wordsley, but will 
close its branch surgery in Mar¬ 
ket Street, Kingswinford, on 
March 14. 

More than 30 objections from 
patients about the closure - citing 
reasons of transport, logistics and 
staffing - have been made. But 
practice partner, Doctor Randheer 
Moochikkal said that many patients 
understood why it was being done. 

“Ultimately we want to improve 
the quality of service for all,” he 
said. “This means there will be more 
reception staff to answer phones 
and more consultation rooms at 
Wordsley Green. 

“There will be a bigger team of 
staff to bring it all together in the 
best possible way. We want to make 
the impact as minimal as possible 
and an equal service for all.” 

Concerned 

He added: “The key comments 
and feelings from patients were that 
overall they were understanding. 

“We did have some concerned 
about transport to Wordsley Green 
and the lack of personal service at a 
larger site, but we want to reassure 
them that the staff at Market Street 
will all be moved to Wordsley Green 
too, so that familiarity will still be 
there.” 

Overall 9,789 patients are served 
by the two branches, with around 
1,350 of those using Market Street. 

The decision for closure, which 
was made at a Dudley Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group meeting, came as 
bosses stated the branch was ‘no 
longer fit for purpose’ and running 
at a substantial loss. 

Steve Wellings, primary commis¬ 
sioning group chairman, said: “No 
one likes to close GP surgeries but 
there is a financial threat to this 
practice as a whole.” 

Letters will be sent to all patients.

£25kfund 
to set-up 
a scheme 
for traders 

AROUND £25,000 of funding has 
been secured for a project aiming to 
boost investment in Halesowen. 

Campaigners are hoping to set up 
a Business Improvement District to 
fund a range of projects in the town 
centre.

This cash allows business plans to 
be drawn up and a glossy brochure 
is being created to help market the 
scheme.

A majority of members are needed 
to vote in favour of setting up the 
scheme when a poll is taken in late 
spring.

“We have near enough 400 mem¬ 
bers and the majority of those train 
on Saturday mornings so we want to 
keep the numbers we have but want 
more development. We also want to 
increase the number of girls at the 
club.” 

Bosses hope the new facilities will 
be completed for the start of the 
2016/17 season. 

Call to deal with 
poor car parking 

A STOURBRIDGE councillor has 
called for a crackdown on vehicles il¬ 
legally parking on zigzag lines. 

Cars and vans have been parking 
on the lines in Bridgnorth Road and 
Wollaston Road in Wollaston village 
causing traffic blockages.

We must learn lessons from Holocaust

DUDLEY’S annual Holocaust memo¬ 
rial event listened to an address by 
85-year-old survivor Susan Pollack. 

Hungarian Jew Mrs Pollack said 
her time in Auschwitz-Birkenau and 
marching to Bergen-Belsen had to¬ 
tally dehumanised her. “I was a robot, 
I had no emotions,” she said. 

Mrs Pollack and her family were 
ordered to leave their home in April 
1944. She, her brother and their 
mother were sent to a ghetto, then 
an internment camp. In May 1944, 
they were taken by rail cattle truck 
to Auschwitz-Birkenau. Her mother 


was sent directly to the gas cham¬ 
bers, while the 13-year-old survived 
by lying about her age - stating she 
was 15. 

She remained in the camp for 
around 10 weeks before being sent to 
Germany to work as a slave labourer 
in an armaments factory. With the 
Allies advancing, the prisoners were 
forced on a death march to Ber¬ 
gen-Belsen. 

On April 15, 1945, Mrs Pollack was 
liberated by the British Army. She 
said the ‘gentle’ nature of the British 
soldier who picked her off the floor in 


Belsen reminded her of the good side 
of humanity. 

Mrs Pollack said it was important 
people continue to remember what 
happened during the Holocaust to 
ensure it cannot happen again. She 
said: “We can’t change the past but 
we can learn lessons from the perse¬ 
cution and killing that took place in 
Europe. People need to make a strong 
commitment that we won’t allow it to 
take place again.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
Mrs Pollack’s presence was ‘humbling 
and inspirational’. 


School claims figures 
don't give full picture 


A BLACK Country school says that 
official figures ranking it as bot¬ 
tom of Dudley’s secondary school 
league tables don’t give a true pic¬ 
ture of the its performance. 

Statistics released by the Department 
for Education (DfE) last month placed 
Elmfield Rudolf Steiner School as bottom 
of Dudley’s school league tables for GCSE 
results. 

But school leaders say the figures have been 
distorted due to pupils studying an alternative 
curriculum that staggers the times when they 
take exams. 

They say that last year 77 per cent of final 
year pupils at Elmfield achieved five or more 
GCSEs at A*-C, including English and maths. 

School spokesman Chris Field said: “At Elm- 
held Rudolf Steiner School students study the 
Steiner Waldorf curriculum, rather than the 
National Curriculum. 

“This curriculum contains all the subjects 
you would expect such as maths, English, sci¬ 
ence and languages. From Year 10 students 
study for their GCSEs, whilst continuing to 
study the Steiner Waldorf Curriculum until 
Year 12. 

Majority 

“As a result of this they stagger their exams, 
taking up to four GCSEs in Year 11 and a fur¬ 
ther four in Year 12. 

“Our pupils’ GCSE results are consistently 
above the national average with the vast ma¬ 
jority of students going onto sixth form college 
and university. 

“However, the DfE, when reporting GCSE 
results across the country, do not look at our 
GCSEs taken in Year 12. 

“Our pupils have only taken four GCSEs at 
the end of Year 11 so even if they have got four 
A*s they will appear to have failed by the DfE’s 
measure of five GCSEs. 

“It is only by looking at the results of our 
Year 12 final year students that you get the full 
picture. 

Last year dozens of secondary schools - in¬ 
cluding St Peter’s Collegiate CofE School in 
Wolverhampton - saw their results plummet 
to zero because some combinations of English 
GCSEs and international GCSEs did not count 
towards results.

The event on Sunday, January 24, kicked off 
proceedings for the organisation’s centenary 
year celebrations. 

Mark Bache, assistant county commissioner 
for the West Mercia Cub Scouts, has been in¬ 
volved with cubs for more than 30 years. 

He believes that despite the amount of 
games and gadgets available to youngsters 
nowadays, cubs is still as strong an institution 
as ever, and offers essential learning, fun and 
adventure for children. He said: “We’ve had 
lots of things going on and we’ve kicked things 
off with a bit of a party. 

“They had a tour of the museum, they went 
in the school, in the mine, they have done all 
of it. 

Adventure 

“For me, it’s about giving young people fun 
and adventure. We do all sorts of activities. 
The weather was a bit overcast but it was been 
warm enough for us and stayed dry which was 
the main thing. 

“It was fantastic, the kids had a brilliant 
time and it was a great way to start our cen¬ 
tenary year.

A SISTER who received a 
Government apology after 
her brother committed sui¬ 
cide when his benefits were 
cut says she hopes lessons 
have been learned. 

Linda Cooksey brought a two-year 
campaign to a close when departments 
personally wrote to say sorry. 

Mrs Cooksey’s brother, Tim Salter, 
took his own life two years ago when 
he was threatened with eviction from 
his home in Meddins Lane, Kinver. 

South Staffordshire coroner An¬ 
drew Haigh had ruled the sizeable 
reduction in Mr Salter’s benefits had 


been a ‘major factor in his death’. The 
53-year-old, who was partially sighted 
and suffered from mental health prob¬ 
lems, had been left ‘almost destitute’ 
when threatened with repossession. 

Mrs Cooksey, of Chandler Avenue, 
Kinver, who found her brother dead in 
his home, said she hoped people facing 
similar problems would know where to 
get help. 

The Department for Work and Pen¬ 
sions, in a letter to Mrs Cooksey, said 
it accepted the Ombudsman’s finding, 
which said there was an error adminis¬ 
tering Mr Salter’s claim and its review 
had been ‘insufficiently thorough’. It

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Parents jailed after baby 
had multiple fractures 


A COUPLE have been jailed 
for child cruelty after their 
baby daughter was found to 
have terrible injuries. 

The eight-month-old girl had 
seven fractured ribs and further 
fractures to both arms and a 
shoulder blade, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

She also had a ‘very large’ num¬ 
ber of bruises over her body and 
limbs, said Bernard Linnemann, 
prosecuting. 

The shocking discovery was only 
made after her father Wayne Jones 
called 999 just after midnight on Feb¬ 
ruary 12, 2014, to complain that he 
was feeling suicidal. 

The mother was not at the flat in 
Halesowen after leaving the little girl 
in his care while she went out for the 
night and she had not come back. 

Pain 

When the apparently well-dressed 
baby was lifted by the paramedics she 
appeared to be in pain and was taken 
to hospital along with Jones. 

“He was discharged but the child 
was found to have a very large number 
of bruises to her body and limbs. 

“Further investigation found the 
fractures,” said Mr Linnemann. i 

Experts concluded the injuries had 
been inflicted on at least two separate 
occasions during the preceding two to 
seven weeks. 

Both 27-year-old Jones and the 
child’s mother - Abbie Jones, aged 19 
- were arrested the same day. 

“The cruelty must have been se¬ 
rious, whoever inflicted it,” said the 
prosecutor. 

A relative had previously noticed 
bruising to the child’s body and fore¬ 
head. 

Abbie Jones admitted causing or al¬ 
lowing a child to suffer serious injury.

Her former partner Wayne Jones 
pleaded not guilty but was convicted 
of the offence after a trial. 

It remains unclear who was directly 
responsible for the injuries to the 
child. 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, for Wayne 
Jones, told the court that the defend¬ 
ant was not a violent man and was not 
drunk when making the phone call 
that led to the plight of the child being 
uncovered. 

Mr Mac Davies, for Abbie Jones said: 
“She is ashamed and remorseful.” 

Wayne Jones, who was living in

for two and a half years. 

Abbie Jones, who lives in Halesowen 
was sent to jail up for 20 months. 

Failed 

Judge Kristina Montgomery QC 
reminded the pair of the injuries sus¬ 
tained by the little girl. 

She told them: “There were frac¬ 
tures to seven of her ribs, both upper 
arms and one of her shoulder blades. 

“You both failed to protect her from 
those assaults.”

MAJOR Frank Foley was known as 
the ‘British Schindler’ for saving tens 
of thousands of Jews from the German 
Concentration camps. 

Now, a tree and plaque have been 
officially unveiled in his adopted home 
town of Stourbridge to remember the 
heroic civil servant, who also worked 
for MI6 in Nazi Germany. 

As a passport control officer at the 
British Embassy in Berlin he helped 
persecuted Jews flee Germany during 
the 1930s by issuing them with vital 
travel documents, many of them chil¬ 


dren. He even hid people in his own 
home as the Nazis started round¬ 
ing-up Jewish families. 

Major Foley, who moved to Stour¬ 
bridge after the war and died in 1958, 
was awarded the Righteous Among the 
Nations honour by the state of Israel 
in 1999. It is estimated that he saved 
more than 10,000 people who other¬ 
wise may have been murdered in con¬ 
centration camps. 

The memorial is now growing in 
Mary Stevens Park after being un¬ 
veiled in front of Foley family mem¬ 


bers, Dudley North MP Ian Austin, 
Dudley Council leader Councillor Pete 
Lowe, and Mayor of Dudley, Council¬ 
lor Steve Waltho, and Jack Austin, 
ambassador for the Holocaust Educa¬ 
tional Trust. 

Major Foley was the great uncle of 
Stephen Higgs who, with wife, Veron¬ 
ica, and cousin, David, are his last rel¬ 
atives. Mr Higgs, who travelled from 
Carlisle, said: “We were obviously 
delighted and touched that Frank was 
going to be remembered in such a way 
in Stourbridge.”

THE Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP) has approved £7.6m funding for 
the flagship Elite Centre for Manufacturing 
Skills, which will open for business in 2017. 

The funding has been allocated through the LEP’s 
Growth Deal which is transforming the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

The Elite Centre will function as an employer-led train¬ 
ing facility for the Black 


Country, designed to im¬ 
prove productivity and 
growth in the high value 
manufacturing (HVM) sec¬ 
tor. 

The Black Country LEP 
has been instrumental in 
ensuring the project will de¬ 
liver provision that doesn’t 
currently exist in the Black 
Country. 

The LEP has brought 
together partners from the 
HVM sector and education 
including the University 
of Wolverhampton, Dudley 
College, Confederation of 
British Metalforming, Cast 
Metals Federation and the 
Institute of Cast Metals En¬ 
gineers. 

Specialist 

The partners are invest¬

Wet, cold and muddy - just one of the many challenges 


Holding on tight as competitors tackle the net crossing 


Yes, it was Tough going 
all the way but I DID IT! 


CRAWLING under barbed wire, ice cold plung¬ 
es and leaping through fire - extreme obstacles 
designed to test the human body to the abso¬ 
lute limit, ALEX ROSS writes. 

And just some of the 200 plus challenges more than 
1,000 competitors face each year when taking on the 
Tough Guy in Perton. 

Beginning with a cross-country trail and ending at the Kill¬ 
ing Fields, participants risk dehydration, hypothermia, elec¬ 
tric shocks, sprains and broken bones. So what better way to 
prove my toughness to my colleagues than by signing up. My 
announcement was met with laughs. Although I regularly go to 
the gym and run, I’m the first to admit that I’m no ‘tough guy’. 

Last minute gym sessions and six mile cross-country runs 
followed in the days before the challenge to the point I dared 
to claim I was prepared. And it all started so easily. Two miles 
in - a brisk jog with obstacles to leap over and crawl under - it 
was going so well, only a few beads of sweat come down my 
forehead and a splattering of mud over my legs. 

But oh no. This country trail was the calm before the storm. 
It began with the Colditz Wars. A wooden structure webbed 
with rope with only one way to get past it - pull, drag and haul 
yourself to the top before tumbling down the other side. Then a 
leap through burning bales of hay followed by crawling through 
a seemingly endless line of tyres. This was just the beginning 
to my first Tough Guy - I’d only just entered the Killing Fields. 
Claustrophobic? The Underground Interrogation Pits and Vi- 
etcong Tunnels would be your worst nightmare. I entered the 


dark, murky underground of the pits, lying on my front and 
moved forward slowly, carefully avoiding hanging wires each 
producing an electric shock when touched. 

Then, still in the pitch black, it was on to the tunnels. Long 
concrete cylinders I somehow managed to haul myself through, 
partly thanks to people around me pushing and shoving me. 
On I plodded, by now my body smeared in mud and sweat, to 
the Paradise Climb, anything but paradise. A 50ft high climb 
before a scary walk on cargo net while trying not to peer down 
at the ground far below. 

Scrambling 

Worse was round the corner - an ice cold man-made lake. 
I swam ahead to a shallower part of the lake where huge logs 
were placed across the water surface. This was the Death 
Plunge. I was to now duck my whole body under the water 
again and again. 

Scrambling out of the lake The Brandenberg Wall stood high 
in front of me - a 40ft near vertical climb.But two more lakes - 
the North Face Lake and Dragons Pool - followed. 

It was the worst obstacle which had been saved till last. I 
glided along the Green Rolling Hills before faced with Viagra 
Falls. Leaping into a deep lake, I then clambered up a steep hill 
beneath hanging electric eels - but by this point I didn’t care. 

One electric shock after another as I got to the peak before 
almost falling down the other side past the finish line and onto 
a bale of hale. I collapsed in the make-shift changing area. My 
body was aching all over. But I found the energy to take a selfie 
with my medal. Done, dusted. I’d conquered Tough Guy!

Police closed the A461 Brettell Lane at 
around 5pm while they waited for the vehi¬ 
cles to be removed. 

Firefighter Rob Fullwood, watch com¬ 
mander at Brierley Hill Fire Station, said: 
“There were two cars involved and four 
casualties. They were all out of the vehicles 
by the time we arrived so we didn’t need to 
cut anyone free. 

“The ambulance service checked them 
over one the side of the road and police 
closed one of the roads while they waited 
for the vehicles to be taken away.” 


Paramedics not on board for 
thousands of emergency calls 


PARAMEDICS were not on board 
emergency vehicles sent to thou¬ 
sands of 999 calls across the Black 
Country during the past four years, 
figures reveal. 

Instead, ambulance technicians or emergency 
care assistants - both less qualified - attended. 

Figures show that, in total, paramedics didn’t 
attend 23,912 call-outs during the period. 

This includes 86 ‘red 1’ emergencies, the high¬ 
est category for patients who have suffered car¬ 
diac arrest or who have stopped breathing. 


West Midlands Ambulance Service, which is 
based in Brierley Hill, said it was ‘fully commit¬ 
ted’ to achieving its ambition of having a para¬ 
medic on every emergency vehicle. Bosses have 
recently launched a recruitment drive to find 
150 student paramedics to bolster numbers. 

During the past 12 months, there were some 
3,674 emergency call outs in the Black County 
not attend by paramedics. 

The ambulance service has defended the fig¬ 
ures, saying these 23,912 call outs over four 
years make up just 1.8 per cent of the total call 
outs for crews across the region. 


Spokesman Claire Brown said: “West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service is the best performing 
ambulance service in the country, with all staff 
doing a fantastic job responding to an average of 
3,000 emergency calls a day around the region. 

“As a trust we have the highest ratio of par¬ 
amedics on the frontline of any UK ambulance 
service and we are fully committed to achieving 
our ambition of having a paramedic on every 
emergency vehicle. 

“All our staff are developed and trained to a 
high standard, which means we continue to pro¬ 
vide the very best care to patients.”

Shock as 
assaults on 
police has 

reached 440 


POLICE officers in the West Midlands have 
been assaulted more than 440 times in the 
line of duty, new figures reveal. 

The number has risen from the previous year 
when there were 419 reports of police officers at¬ 
tacked from March 2013 to March 2014. 

In the 12 months from March 2014, Wolverhampton had 


the most officer assaults 
with 89; then Walsall at 53; 
Dudley at 41 and San dwell 
came in with the lowest at 
21. Overall, 238 officers 
were assaulted across Bir¬ 
mingham across the whole 
of the city, making the total 
number of assaults 442. 

Praise 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson says he is shocked 
by the figures and he heaped 
praise on ‘public serving’ 
police officers. 

He said: “It is outrageous 
that during the course of 
their duty police officers 
are attacked. They are 
hard-working public serv¬ 
ants who should be allowed 
to go carry out their job 
without fear of violence. 

“It is always shocking to 
see figures relating to these 
sorts of attacks and I want

those responsible to feel the 
full force of the law. It is the 
job of police officers to keep 
the public safe and it is to¬ 
tally unacceptable that they 
have to endure such treat¬ 
ment.” 

The statistics were pub¬ 
lished by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of the Constab¬ 
ulary and were collected by 
the Home Office. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Gina Lycett 
said: “Whilst one assault on 
an officer is one too many, 
the nature of policing car¬ 
ries some risk. In the West 
Midlands our officers are 
trained in personal safety 
techniques. They are also 
suitably equipped to ensure 
that they are able to dis¬ 
charge their duties as safely 
as possible in protecting our 
communities.”

Give emotional 
music a Brakes 



Seven studio albums in ten years and Turin Brakes are maturing nicely 


ALBUMS

THE seventh studio album in 
ten years from Turin Brakes, 
Lost Property, finds the quar¬ 
tet producing sophisticated, 
emotional music with a hint 
of West Coast rock and a 
whole heap of honesty. 

The distinctive voice of Oily 
Knights holds the attention. High¬ 
lights include Brighter Than The 
Dark, Jump Start and the gently 
stirring anthems Hope We Make It 
and Save You. 

Catch Turin Brakes at Birmingham’s 
Glee Club on March 8. 

Curve Of The Earth is the most 
commercial album yet from London 
band Mystery Jets. It’s already their 
most successful and deservedly so be¬ 
cause after ten years and six albums 
they have crafted a lithe, sleek sound 
that melds hints of psychedelic rock 
with a radio-friendly pop sensibility. 

Singer Blaine Harrison is at his best, 
even exercising a soulful falsetto on the 
hazy Midnight’s Mirror. 

A cosmic theme runs through many 
of the songs including the blissed-out 
Kinks-ish Saturnine and one of the 
other highlights, 1985, which starts as 
a delicate piano ballad and explodes 
with a fuzzy guitar riff that reaches for 
the stars. 

Mystery Jets have a gig at the 02 
Institute in Digbeth, Birmingham, on 
Thursday, February 18, with support 
from 17-year-old Declan McKenna. 

Australian singer and songwriter Sia 
Furler, a former Jamiroquai backing 
singer and frontwoman for 90s outfit 
Zero 7, originally found success writing 
songs for such as Beyonce, Rihanna 
and Christina Aguilera. 


Then in 2014 she had a massive hit 
in her own right with Chandelier and, 
while apparently shunning celebrity by 
hiding her face, got a lot more atten¬ 
tion. Her sixth solo album 1000 Forms 
of Fear was the breakthrough because 
she had cannily held back some of her 
best songs for herself. 

But on her latest, This Is Acting, the 
40-year-old’s songs are all co-written 
with others and, frankly, no amount of 
power or vocal gymnastics can hide the 
fact that they sound like rejects. The 
opening salvo, Bird Set Free and Alive, 
may have been intended for Adele but 
I can see why she would knock back 
such fodder. We also get Sia sounding 
like a lightweight Lady Gaga on Move 
Your Body, Rihanna-like on Cheap 
Thrills or Beyonce-lite on Sweet De¬ 
sign. It’s production line pop/R&B, kind 
of faceless. 

Singer Ian Astbury and riff master 
Billy Duffy sometimes conjure their 


old swagger on The Cult’s tenth stu¬ 
dio album, Hidden City, particularly 
on Hinterland, Dance The Night, Goat 
and Heathens. The goth rockers are at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute on March 1. 

Seattle rockers Night Beats bring 
classic garage rock roaring into the 
21st century with guitars that fuzz, 
twang and wail, and plenty of outlaw 
attitude, on Who Sold My Generation. 

Highlights include the recent single 
No Cops, plus Power Child, Sunday 
Mourning and Burn to Breathe from a 
band that draw on The Stooges, The 
Cramps, 60s Dylan and The Yardbirds. 

If the nine tracks on 414 are Porcu¬ 
pine Tree mainman Steven Wilson’s 
leftovers between his fourth and fifth 
albums, then they are pretty much 
haute cuisine. The prog rock singer/ 
songwriter’s 38-minute album, includ¬ 
ing a couple of instrumentals, is richly 
textured and, for the uninitiated, some¬ 
times recalls early Genesis. 


A man for all seasons

NOT many classical concerts 
start with a cry of ‘Up the 
Villa’ from the audience. Not 
even in Birmingham. 

But if the violinist happens to be the 
world’s most famous Aston Villa fan 
(sorry, Your Highness), then different 
rules apply. 

Even Villa’s 4-0 drubbing at home by 
Manchester City in the FA Cup the day 
before couldn’t dampen Nigel Kenne¬ 
dy’s enthusiasm. I think I spied the Villa 
away shirt under his over-sized blazer 
when he kicked off the first half of his 
three-hour concert, and he certainly 
had the claret and blue shirt on for the 
second, emblazoned with the player’s 
name Abonglahor. Certainly most of 
the banter with the audience was about 
his Villa obsession, including his desire 
to see new owners at the helm. 

Football chat in a prestigious concert 
hall, nothing would please the former 
wunderkind of classical music more. 

He was the spiky-haired young man 
who shocked the classic world with his 
irreverent attitude, virtuoso ability and 
by selling three million copies of his

1989 recording of Vivaldi’s The Four 
Seasons. That gave him rock star sta¬ 
tus. 

He still has spiky hair, a dubious taste 
in clothes (day-glo yellow trainers, bag¬ 
gy jeans and what appeared to be a 
jacket inspired by a bin bag), clowns 
around and fist-bumps his fellow musi¬ 
cians. But at 59 his ability is better than 
ever. He is even prepared to revisit The 
Four Seasons, albeit with a twist. 

The first half saw Kennedy play his 
own compositions, a series called Ded¬ 
ications inspired and in tribute to Ken¬ 
nedy’s musical heroes. These include 
Polish jazz guitarist Jarek Smietana 
(whose daughter Alicja Smietana is a 
violinist in Kennedy’s band), violinists 
Stephane Grappelli and Isaac Stern, 
and the still living US fiddle player Mark 
O’Connor. 

These pieces were blends of jazz, 
folk and rock placed within a classi¬ 
cal context, and they worked superb¬ 
ly. This was partly because Kennedy’s 


restless energy and infectious enthusi¬ 
asm spread to his entire ensemble of 
top-notch musicians from the jazz and 
classical scenes across Europe. 

Whether classic or contemporary, 
Kennedy stamps his foot and tends to 
yell ‘yeah’ like he is at a hoe-down and 
he cajoles, teases and challenges the 
other musicians to keep up with him, 
which made for some dazzling duels. 

The Four Seasons also got jazz tex¬ 
tures in the star violinist’s reworking, 
entitled The New Four Seasons. I don’t 
know if they really added anything to 
Vivaldi’s great work but they didn’t 
detract from it. He remained true to 
the spirit of the original work, with all 
Vivaldi’s verve intact. Kennedy played 
with such intensity that you could af¬ 
terwards see the hairs hanging from his 
worn bow. He showed the same vig¬ 
our which made his name more than a 
quarter of a century ago. 

He ended the night with a elegiac 
piece dedicated to Sir Terry Wogan 
(who put him on TV) and Polish jazz 
saxophonist Janusz Muniak, both of 
whom had died earlier in the day. It 
was a sombre end to a night of joyous 
and superlative musicianship from the 
violin man for all seasons.

Mulder and Scully are 
reopening their files 


I t could be a case for Mulder and 
Scully - whatever happened to the 
top-rated sci-fi series and its 
characters when it went off air for 14 
years? Thankfully, we’re about to find 
out because The X-Files is back. 

Even the most die-hard of fans (and 
let’s face it, there were plenty of those 
around during the show’s original run, 
from 1993 to 2002) never thought 
they’d get to see their heroes in action 
again, and have been almost beside 
themselves with glee at the prospect 
since the reboot was announced. 

Not that bringing back much-loved 
cult series is a rarity these days. 
Doctor Who made a triumphant 
return, nine years after he last 
featured in the lacklustre 1996 film, 
while Twin Peaks is set to appear on 
our screens in 2017 following a 
26-year hiatus. 

Both David Duchovny and Gillian 
Anderson have agreed to reprise their 
roles as FBI agents Fox Mulder and 
Dana Scully - it just wouldn’t have 
been the same without them. 

Both stars have enjoyed success in 
various projects following the end of 


the original series, with Anderson 
particularly familiar to UK viewers 
thanks to her appearance on TV in 
the likes of The Fall, Great 
Expectations, The Crimson Petal and 
the White, and the recent adaptation 
of War and Peace. 

They will be joined by various other 
original run alumni, including Mitch 
Pileggi as the FBI’s assistance 
director Walter Skinner, and William B 
Davis, who plays the enigmatic 
Smoking Man. 

What surprised many is that 
Channel 5 outbid other broadcasters 
to grab the right to show the six-part 
run. “Securing the UK premiere of the 
hugely anticipated return of The 
X-Files is a major coup for the 
channel and will create one of the 
television events of 2016,” said Ben 
Frow, director of programmes at 
Channel 5. ‘This acquisition 
underlines our ambition to deliver a 
diverse slate of brilliant, must-see 
programming on Channel 5.” 

So far, feedback has been very 
good. Okay, so some critics have 
been unkind, but fans - and they are 
the ones who are important here - 


have given it an overwhelming 
thumbs-up. 

What’s more, the first episode 
features a recap that will be invaluable 
to casual viewers, or those who didn’t 
watch the original run or either of its 
spin-off movies. After that, it’s the 
monster-of-the-week approach that 
takes centre stage as Mulder and 
Scully get to grips with more intrigue 
and conspiracy. 

When we meet them again, the duo 
have been living separate lives for 
years - she at a medical practice, him 
ploughing his own furrow. They are 
brought back together by a cable TV 
host who wants them to help him 
expose a sinister organisation he 
believes has the power to control the 
American public. 

Channel 5 is also broadcasting The 
X-Files: Reopened immediately before 
the first edition, enabling fans to see 
behind-the-scenes footage of 
Duchovny and Anderson in action with 
the show’s creator, Chris Carter. 

Will the programme’s return whet 
our appetite for more? Probably - the 
question is, will it ever be sated?

Forget new flavour of Pringles this is 
something to really get excited about 


I GET excited very easily. I get ex¬ 
cited when a new flavour of Prin¬ 
gles is unveiled 

But when I found out that there is an 
Italian restaurant within walking distance 
of my flat - a long walk, admittedly - I got 
very excited. Taxi, take me to Fiume! 

Fiume is in a lovely little spot. A canal- 
side restaurant in Compton spread over two 
floors. It’s clean, bright, in a location that 
cries out for summer lunches in the sun, 
and staffed by an attentive team who make 
a fuss of you as soon as you arrive. 

Your meal is soundtracked by a mixture 
of opera and mambo, set at a volume that 
does not intrude but instead actually rather 
soothes. So all we need now is some decent 
nosh and it is, as the saying goes, all gravy. 
Not literally all gravy, that would be a bit 
boring. 

I must confess that I had decided that I

liked Fiume even before I arrived. I abso¬ 
lutely adore Italian grub at any time, I’d 
live on it if I could, and when you have two 
of my favourite things - seafood and calzone 
pizzas - combined and thrown into the mix, 
then really, you’re onto a winner. 

Portions 

Even better, they do something that I 
love in my Italians - they offer starter-sized 
portions of pasta to get the ball rolling, 
meaning you can, in theory, do pasta and 
pizza together and still come away not feel¬ 
ing like the Goodyear airship. 

So that is what I resolved to do, go for the 
diddy-sized (although there was nothing es¬ 
pecially diddy about it) spaghetti carbonara, 
and then that calzone. Elsewhere in the 
table, my fellow diners, codenames ‘Mum’ 


and ‘Dad’, went for crespella di funghi, Ital¬ 
ian crepe stuffed with mushrooms, followed 
by polio saltimbocca, chicken wrapped in 
parma ham with mash, and calamari fol¬ 
lowed by linguine with a duck ragu, respec¬ 
tively. 

I’m not one for competitive eating, but I 
like to think that I ‘won’ this meal. It really 
was a rip-snorter. Spaghetti carbonara is a 
dish that can often go wrong - it can be too 
creamy, it can be too eggy, it can contain 
ropey ham, all factors which can ruin what 
should be an indulgent dish. 

No such worries at Fiume. Chunky pan- 
cetta, tart parmesan, just the right amount 
of creaminess and egginess. 

The calzone did exactly what I expected 
of it. I believe I spotted prawn, squid and oc¬ 
topus in there. It was terrific fun to wrestle 
with. Elsewhere on the table my father pro¬ 
nounced himself thrilled with the calamari, 


which came in a monster portion of great 
big rubbery rings and looked great, but 
seemed merely satisfied with his pasta - I 
didn’t grill him on it excessively because he 
took about half an hour to polish it off and 
to ask him to talk would have exacerbated 
this process. 

Delightful 

Mother, meanwhile, seemed more than 
happy with both starter and main. A couple 
of coffees for the parents while I polished off 
another bottle of beer, and an entirely de¬ 
lightful eat-up was in the bag for £74, which 
is not too shabby. 

Fiume really have got everything right 
- the attractive location, the attention lev¬ 
els of the staff, which is warm and just the 
right amount of fussy, and a menu that of¬ 
fers a wide choice. 

I’d go back there in a heartbeat.

sells had faced problems with their estate 
agents over the last five years, but 39 per cent 
had not considered whether their agents were 
regulated or not That meant their agent might 
not have been signed up to a code of conduct 
or have any regulatory body over seeing them. 
More than a third of those taking part in 
the survey (37 per cent) admitted that their 
problems could have been avoided if their 
agent was better regulated. 

The biggest complaint from the UK’s property 
market was the fact that their estate agent had 
bad communication skills - either not calling 
them back, or chasing them too much (21 per 
cent).

Car manufacturers make a fairly big 
song and dance of claiming how 
they take notice of what buyers of 
their cars want when they upgrade. 
They canvass brand loyalty cus¬ 
tomers and trumpet their findings. 
And generally they do incorporate 
major concerns which they see as 
an improvement to their products - 
obviously taking into account cost. 

Toyota go one further and not only talk 
to buyers who have crossed the thresh¬ 
old of their showrooms but also drivers of 
other cars as well. The Japanese firm did 
this with the latest Avensis and appear to 
have listened well and used the informa¬ 
tion to make what was a good product 
even better. 

And what is good news for the UK is the 
car is made at Toyota’s long-established plant 
near Derby - as have more than 1,711 Avensis 
across four generations that have appeared 
on European roads since the original was 
launched in late 1997. Plus the car was de¬ 
signed and engineered at Toyota’s European 
development centre. Japanese by name but 
not by nature. 

This latest version saw a new style, new en¬ 
gines and some pretty innovative technology. 
Toyota has always been know for quality, dura¬ 
bility and reliability and that has been contin¬ 
ued and further improved upon. 

Avensis has appealed to both private and 
the fleet/business market but the latter has al¬ 
ways taken the lion’s share. 

Both revealed they wanted prestige, luxu¬ 
ry and elegance and they have certainly got 


it. Saloon and tourer were targetted with five 
main areas of improvement: 

• Styling 

• Sensory quality and comfort 

• Safety 

• Equipment and value for money 

• Driving pleasure and running costs 

Avensis has two diesel engines at the heart 

of its range: a 1.6 unit and a 2.0-litre. I drove 
the 2.0 litre Tourer which, if your are a business 
user, produces 124g/km giving an initial 22 per 
cent BiK rate. 

You also get more than 68mpg in an extra 
urban driving cycle according to claimed fig¬ 
ures by Toyota. I didn’t quite achieve that. But 
on one of my regular visits north of the border I 
did get fairly close. Not to be sniffed at in a 408 
mile journey combining motorways (and hold¬ 
ups), city and rural driving. It positively soaked 
up the motorway driving with little cabin noise 
intrusion and a smooth ride, as indeed it was 
on the winding country roads. 

Quality 

Inside the cabin is well laid out and high 
quality with very comfortable seats and an ex¬ 
cellent smart driver’s information display and 
media system. 

I know some people sneer at this but there 
are also plenty of cubbyholes and decent 
sized glovebox -1 despair at some of the total¬ 
ly useless ‘slots’ left in some cars. Better to do 
away with the glovebox altogether. And joy of 
joys, a space saver tyre! 

Active and Excel grades mark the entry point 
and top of the range with Business Edition and 
Business Edition Plus versions at the heart of 
the line-up. Across the board, specifications 
secure high levels of safety, comfort and con¬ 
venience, not least with the standard provision 
of Toyota Safety Sense integrated active safety 
features on all models. 


Key features of the Active grade include 
Pre-Crash Safety system with Autonomous 
Emergency Braking, cruise control, air condi¬ 
tioning, six-speaker CD/radio audio, Bluetooth, 
auto-dimming rear-view mirror, LED rear and 
daytime running lights and power windows. 

Business Edition adds to this strong foun¬ 
dation with the Toyota Touch 2 with Go touch¬

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Car is good for tax bills!

BUYING most of BMW’s range 
involved a healthy dose of heart 
as well as head - they are most¬ 
ly cars aimed at people who love 
driving. 

Well, here’s one that might make you 
phone your accountant before signing 
on the dotted line. He might then tell 
you to choose a different model. 

The big X5 is now available with an elec¬ 
tric motor to assist the petrol engine and 
save a bit of fuel in the right circumstances. 
It will cost. But it might not, and you would 
then be better off buying the diesel, which 
costs only £215 more, goes faster and 
might actually save you money on longer 
journeys. 

But here’s where the accountant comes 
in; because the new X5 puts out such tiny 



amounts of tailpipe emissions in the official 
tests it qualifies for zero road tax and - more 
important for all the business people who 
fancy one - there’s a £2,711 saving in benefit 
in kind each year. 

Annoyingly, the emissions are a tiny bit 
too high (by a measly 2g/km) for the car to 
dodge the London congestion charge and 
the same minute tailpipe excess means the 
car does not qualify for a government plug¬ 
in car grant, which would lop £5,000 off the 
price now and £2,500 off from March, when 
the rules tighten. 

This hybrid X5 costs £52,105 for the SE or 
£56,705 for the M Sport version on test. 

Topping a dead battery to full takes less 
than four hours from a domestic plug, about 
an hour less if you have a BMW Wallbox in¬ 
stalled. The car can then be ordered to mix 
petrol and current in the most economical 
way, save all its battery for later or combine 
the two power sources for maximum urge. 

Of which there is plenty. And so back to 
the heart; where you find a car that looks 
precisely like the diesel equivalent with some 
modestly different badging and a flap in a 
front wing where you plug in the charging 
lead. 

Even lumbered with the extra weight of a 
biggish battery (which robs the boot of a little 
room under the floor and means you can’t 
have this X5 with a third row of seats) this is 
a car that flies when you prod both power 
sources into action - less than six seconds 
to 60 is brisk in anyone’s book. 

Driven like that, you’ll exhaust the battery 
in minutes. With a little restraint you can drive 
up to 40mph-ish on flat roads on electrical 
power alone and get somewhere like the 19 
miles a full charge can offer. 

BMW reckons 80 per cent of journeys 
with an X5 are less than 19 miles (station

car park and back, anyone?) and used like 
that your travelling expenses will be neg¬ 
ligible. 

With commendable honesty, BMW then 
adds that a 40 mile daily round trip should 
return up to 47mpg, but stray into longer 
distance territory (125 miles and up) and 
economy tumbles to 27mpg. 

That’s more economical than the petrol 
X5 with similar performance, says its mak¬ 
er; perhaps missing the point that the 3.0 
litre diesel would do better. Which is why 
buyers go for it, of course. In petrol-fo¬ 
cused China and the States the argument 


for the X5 hybrid makes more compelling 
sense. 

It remains a decent drive in any case; a 
car built seemingly from a piece of solid 
steel, so tough does it feel. It’s big, but you 
soon learn not to fear multi-storey car park 
ramps and Waitrose parking bays; sitting 
tall helps here. 

Standard spec is generous, with full 
leather trim, xenon headlights, metallic 
paint, fine sat nav, big alloys, cruise, pow¬ 
ered tailgate and parking sensors front and 
rear. As ever, there are options galore to 
tempt you to spend a bit more.

widen golf's appeal

PGA pro Greg Lynch hopes that 
coaching youngsters across the 
Black County proves a sure-fire way 
to make the sport of golf cool. 

Lynch, who hails from Birmingham but 
began his training at Halesowen Golf Club 
before moving on to coach at Warley Woods, 
set up his GL Golfing Academy almost sev¬ 
en years ago and has since coached thou¬ 
sands across the region. 

Generally one of the sports that struggles with 
an elitist image, golf has faced an uphill struggle 
in recent times but things are brightening up ac¬ 
cording to Lynch. 

He said: “A big part of what I’m trying to do 
is get the sport away from elitism. Golf needs to 
be more accessible, especially for the youngsters. 

“What we’re doing at Warley Woods at the mo¬ 
ment is great. It’s a nine hole pay and play. 

“There is no dress code. You can show up in 
your jeans and trainers rather than the old style 
of colours and trousers, where you needed a 
membership. It can definitely put youngsters off.

“With Rory Mcllroy you have a good young 
sportsman putting a across a message about ac¬ 
cessibility.” Lynch, who played several pro am 
events and turned professional in 2008, soon 
found himself turning his hand to coaching a year 
later. “We’re coaching around 800 students every 
year through the academy,” he added. 

“My vision was to grow the game and its par¬ 
ticipation levels. Everything spiralled from there, 
really. I work with around 25-30 schools in the 
area including 15 in Sandwell. All of the schools 
have taken really well to it. Brandhall Primary 
School in Oldbury is one of the schools I’ve been 
working with for a while and I try and encourage 
the kids to get involved at Warley Woods. 

“With the primary schools I tend to make it 
more fun-based activities. They learn the ba¬ 
sics - the hold and the stance - and if they enjoy 
it they come to the club and learn more about 
techniques. Back when I learned it was very ‘old 
school’. We would line up and it was almost like 
an army procedure, but research has shown the 
kids want it more fun and relaxed.” 

Springfield Primary School, in Rowley Regis, 
and Ormiston Forge Academy, in Cradley Heath, 


are two more schools looking to acquire Lynch’s 
unique training services, while Bristnall Hall in Old¬ 
bury is another secondary school that proves children 
in their teenage years are also keen to get involved. 

He added: “The Lyng Primary School (West Brom¬ 
wich) has really tried to push it into its curriculum. It 
links with maths and helps with things like life skills 
and honesty. We’re really trying to promote things 
like teamwork, respect and honesty.” 


Lynch received a huge set of Tri-Golf equipment 
from the Golf Foundation that helps the coaching 
function.
